REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 5 and 7-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
has carefully considered all pending claims 5 and 7-10. 

The current invention is directed to a user interface which assists users in guiding 
a pointer to a target by using GUI objects comprised of a guide area and a target. 

Independent claim 5 recites "determining whether guide area on the user 
interface are scheduled to overlap; if a determination is made that guide areas are 
scheduled to overlap, preventing the guide areas from overlapping". 
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The examiner has located four prior art references, Pauly (US 6693653), Leah et al. 
(US 5808601), Kimble (US 6031531), and Aymeric (US 6995746), that teach of guide 
areas associated with targets for assisting a user in positioning a pointer on a target. 
However, each of the four references discloses the ability to have guide areas that 
overlap. Thus, the prior art of record neither render nor anticipate the claimed invention. 
Therefore, all pending claims 5 and 7-10 are allowed.
